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The President's New Move 


Dispatches from Mexico City to the effect that Pres- 


ident Wilson has presented an ultimatum to the Mexican 
dictator in which the United States demands that liuerta 
resign the presidency without loss of time, and that ha 
must not leave as his successor any of the personal coterie 
with which he has Rimrmnded himself is likely to speed- 
ily bring to a head the perplexing situation in Mexico. 
That President Wilson lias tired of the backing and fill- 
ing, the scheming for delay and its attendant disorder in 
the southern republic is not surprising. The fact that 
the world is looking to the United States to bring ordei1 


out of chaos there is doubtless responsible for a step of 
so drastic a character as this. 


There may be those who will regard the president's 


newest move as both presumptuous and unwarranted; 


;lhat it is going to needless,length. It may be evident, 
however, to all who have watched developments in Mex- 
ico that the elimination of Huerta offers the only prospect 
for the restoration of peace and order there, liuerta. is 
not a constitutionally chosen president. He is in tho 
chair by virtue of an uprising that was but one of a series 
that has followed the retirement of the elder Diaz. He 
has demonstrated that he is not able to either control the 
situation or command the confidence of his people, and 
has made it equally apparent that he doesn't intend to 
get out until he is driven out. There is'little hope of a 
popular government with Huerta at the head of things in 
Mexico. President Wilson has insisted from the first 
that the dictator must not be a candidate for the presi- 
dency for this reason. His new demand is but a natural 
sequence to the position originally taken by him in deal- 
ing with this troublesome situation.

Massachusetts Can Enforce 


Corporation 
Tax on 


Alien Concerns. 


ITS LAW IS UPHELD 


Washington, D. C.. NOT. 
4.—After 


years of vain endeavor by state authori- 
ties to tax foreign corporations doinj; 
business within its borders. Mussachu- 
setts has solved the problem. 
T!II> su- 


preme court has sustained as constitu- 
tional the Massachusetts foreign cor- 
poration tax Ittw of IHflll, Chief Justice 
White and Justin's Van Dcvcnter and 
1'itney dissenting. 


Th« Massachusetts law provides that 


every foreign corporation shall pay an- 
nually an excise tax of one-fiftieth of 
1 per cent, of its authorized stock. Jus- 
tices Day. Holmes. McKenna, Lurton, 
Hughes and hamar interpreted this to 
mean almost the same as the federal 
corporation tax law. which avoided pre- 
vious errors by careful phraseology. 


They hel.il that this meant a tax on 


the privilege nf doing business within 
the state and not a tax on the corpora- 
tion outside the state. 


Argument of Justice Day. 


Although no dissenting opinion 
was 


delivered, the report was current during 
the day that the dissenting members of 
the court held the case to be virtually 
identical with the Western Union and 
Pullman cases from Kansas, where in n 
Kansas tax on foreign corporations was 
licld unconstitutional a few years ago. 


Justice Day directed much of his ar- 


gument, to this point. He siud that the 
Kansas canes Involved taxes upon capital 
stock representing property both in and 
out of the state, the law thus imposing a 
burden on 
interstate 
commerce. 
lie 


pointed out the business of the Western 
I'nion and the Pullman company was 
commerce, while in the two cases decided 
today the business of one company was 
mining and the other 
manufacturing 


nnly incidentally connected with inter- 
state commerce. 


An income of $250.000 a year is saved 


to Massachusetts by the decision. 
The 


supreme court already had declared un- 
constitutional somewhat similar 
laws 


adopted by Kansas, Arkansas and Colo- 
rado, on the ground that the tax was 
a burden on interstate commerce. 


Anti-Loan Shark Law Valid. 


The District of Columbia law which 


has driven loan sharks out of business 
in Washington was declared constitu- 
' tional by the district court of appeals 


yesterday. 


Shortly after the law TVH.R signed n 


pawnbroker applied for a license under 
the previous act and was refused. Then 
he 'brought a suit to compel the issuing 
of that license on the ground that the 
new loan shark law was discriminatory 
and therefore unconstitutional. 
He was 


sustained in the lower courts of the dis- 
trict, but the.highest court reversed this 


' ' decision and upheldthe law. 


Chief Justice Shepherd, of the district 


court, in giving his opinion, said: 


"The regulation of the rates of inter- 


est is a matter clearly within the police 
power. The business of lending money 
in small sums on pledge, or security is 
one within the police power and subject 
not only to license, but also to regula- 
tion for the prevention of mischiefs at- 
tending it."

In the 
number of persons actively engaged in 
the sport and In tho well merited popu- 
larity It has come to enjoy with the public 
In ceneral. 


Since the birth of the Kam«. at which 
time it was little more than a crude pas- 
time indulged In by a few country gentle- 
men, many changes have been made In 
tho playing rules. In the Implements used 
and In the ncorlnic methods employed. 
Originally played In the 
open on 
th« 


gr«en», or level grass plots, with half- 
round balls. It wan much affected by the 
nobility and WBJ> so played by the «ariy 
Dutch settlers of this country. 


The first tnclosed alleys la this country 


were built In New York along In 1S74. and 
firom this time can be dated the gradual 
Improvement In 
the sport. For some 


7*ar« there were no established rules for 
to« conduct of the 
game, nor In 
the 


equipment used; the length and width of 
the beds depending entirely on the space 
available, and th« weight and elze of tho 
balls on the whim of the. participant. As 
the game grew In popularity Improve- 
ments were made and Introduced in the 
•port and public alleys were opened in 
different localities. For many years, how- 
tver, one pair of alleys of indifferent 
quality represented th« averftKe equip- 
ment of on establishment. These were 
•ometlmeg built of wood planks laid Hat 
and nailed to orosspleces. sometimes ol 
cement or stone; the balls were returned 
on the beds, the runway being a feature 
of later years. The balls were raad« of 
wood, sometimes weighing as much as 
twenty-four pounds. 
The game hM passed 
through many 


•rtclssltudes, and It Is only In tho last few 
ytars that It has witnessed a settled place 
In recognized sports, with almont perfect

Today bowling establishments of 16, 24 


or oven 48 alleys are common throughout 
tbs country, elaborately equipped 
with 


eipenslve comforts and materials, repre- 
senting an outlay of thousands of dol- 
lars. Exact figures are not available as 
te the total amount of money Invested in 
bowling alloys and supplies, hut that It 
(••aches well over the $100,000,000 mark is 
* conservative estimate. Acres of forest 
we used every year In providing material 
for alley beds pins and balls, whose value 
runs Into millions. Thousands of skilled 
workmen and special expensive machinery 
are employed to turn this timber Into the 
perfected articles we see in use every day 
In such plants. 
From a crude pastime indulged in By a 


few of. the leisure class in the time of 
Shakespeare, it has grown to be recog- 
nized as the king of indoor sports, patron- 
ised by all classes of people. Hardly a 
town or hamlet in the United States but 


». has Its bowling hall equipped with latest 
" and best of alleys, 
balls and pins of

How many alleys are

In response to request for simple and 


effective exercises for men who work, but 
who get no exercise in their work, it may 
be aaid at the outset that the ideal type 
of exercise is one which provides fun In 
addition to the benelits to be derived from 
musrulur contraction. 
If a man lias the 


opportunity to play tennis or handball or 
volleyball, or to skate or swim by all 
means let him do so and gain the ner- 
vous and mental relaxation and recrea- 
tion which make 
bodily exercise 
im- 


mensely more valuable. 


The man whose 
work In life is 
not 


heavy labor cares but little whether he Is 
able to "put up" a. 20D pound weight or a 
25-pound one, provided he feels fit for the 
work which hevhas to do, and the mere 
development of muscular strength is not a. 
proper criterion by which to judge the 
value of exercise. 


Toward keeping such fitness physical

information from abroad that not only 
British but continental shipowners are 
going to bring all the pressure to bear 
that they possibly can to prevent the 
passage of the seaman's bill in its pres- 
ent form through the house,'' said An- 
drew Ferus-sth, president of the Inter- 


j national Seaman's union, on the. eve of 
his departure to the London conference 
: en safety at sea. 


"If this bill should pas», the foreign 


{shipowner will have to pay substan- 


tially the same wage as the American 
t-hipowner and the 
great 
advantage 


which the foreigner has had in the wage 
cost of operation—which has been one 
of the main factors in destroying the 
American merchant marine—will cease,'' 
continued Fcruselk. 


"The. low foreign wage cost of opera- 


tion has been made possible by their 
power to enforce a contract on labor by 
imprisonment for desertion—a law op- 
crating in all respects as did the fugitive 
slave, law. 
Foreign 
shipowners have 


been able to keep their wage, cost at 
the present level in ports of the United 
States because the United States gov- 
ernment has 
acted 
as 
their

catcher. There are at the present mo-

Two of the others, one a ma- 
chinist and one * jiii«e!itt«r. took em- 
ployment at the t'vimsylvauia. shops and 
will remain in Tort Wayne. It is un- 
derstood, while it was rot given out pub- 
licly, that the men asked to go to De- 
catur would be stricken from the pay 
rolls if they refuse, for their services 
will not be "needed at the local shops. 
Only light or "round house" repairs will 
be "doue here hereafter. Tor the past 
year or two the Wabash hs« carried be- 
tween 450 and 500 men on its shop pay 
rolls. This has been cut to nearly 300 
and may be cut still lower in a few 
weeks. 'The Decutur shops are said to 
bo up to date in every particular— 
among the best in the country. The 
Wabash has only 650 or 075 locomotives 
and with these mammoth shops running 
at full blast, all of them can be kept in 
repair without much assistance from the 
' outside shops.
